ADDRESS tothe PEOPLE. 


The Committee appointed to prepare an Addrefs to the People, beg leave to report 
the following. 
An ADDRESS from tht GENERAL COURT to the PEOPLE of the Com- 
MONWEALTH of MASSACHUSETTS, 


[Concluded from our laft Magazine.) 


HE particular accounts of payments 

from the treafury are exceeding 

lengthy, and could act with any conve- 
mience be here inferted. 

It appears, that of the above taxes, 
which have been received into the trea- 
fury, the greater part has been difburfed 
fer defraying the expences incurred by 
the-war> more than one hundred and 
eighty thoufand pownds have been col- 
lected for the ufe of Congrefs, partly in 
{pecie to enable them te pay for fuch fer- 
vacesas requited prompt payment, to fu 
port the federal government, and pay the 
interett of the foreign debt, and partly in 
the certificatesof Mr: Appleton, for the 
ar the intereft of the domeflick 

t. 

It alfo appears, that exclufive of the 
fums paid to Congrefs, the publick debt 
has been much Ieffened. Almott the 
whole fum expreffed in the firtt article of 
the account af menies expended,was paid 
to the militia, and for other fervices and 
{upplies in the war ; and was a part of the 
debt of this ftate, although notes had not 
been given forit. The new emiffion bills, 
and the certificate money, &c. and the 
warrants for rells, &c. were aifo debts 
ct the Commonwealth, although the lat- 
ter were charged te the Continent ; and 
therefore, exelufive of the army notes 
that are redeemed, more than fix hunad- 
ted and fifty thoufand pounds have been 
aid within the laitfix years, towards the 
debt of this Mate, befides the intereft of 
the notes of this Commonwealth. 

The taxes above-mentioned, were all 


made payable, either in f{pecie or in the 
new emiffion currency, in the army notes, 
or in certificate money above-mentioned, 
or the certificates of Mr. Appleton. Ex- 
clufive of thefe, the people of this Com+ 
monwealth have paid large taxes of a dif- 
ferent defcription, 

By a refolve of December 
34,1780, 4240 men were 
required to be raifed, by 
this Commonwealth, for 
3 years, or during the 
war. Ita by the 
returns of the feveral 
towns, that the average 
price of hiring thofe men 
was [.85-13-0.—The

The above expence, itis mansett, was 
eccafioned by the war, Muh 
‘Fhe-account of the manner in which | 
the money, &c. received for taxes, &c. 
has been e ed, includes all the war- 
rants that have been drawn on the 
Treafurer from Oftober 1781, to Ofto- 
ber 1786, the expence of civil govein- 
ment, to wit, the GoWrnour, Council, 
Senate and Houfe of Repreéntatives, 
Wiembers of Congrefs, Judges and At- 
torney.-General, Secretary and Treafur- 
er and Clerks,’ Commiffary-General, 
Chapiain, Meflengers, Committee for 
reviling the laws, &c. would, according 
to this account; be ninety thoufand five 
hundced and forty-four pounds, fifteen 
fhillings and two pence, for the lat five 
years: but we find that near the. clofe 
of the, paper-currency, warrants often 
times, were not drwn until a confidera- 
ble time after the fervices were perform- 
ed. In the warrants mentiqnedin the 
above account in favour of the members 
of the General Court and of the Con, 
grefs,only five thoufand fix hundred 
and nineteen pounds 8/. 14, ‘was for 
fervice performed before October 1781, 
notwithftanding which we fhall confider 
the above fum of ninety thoufand five 
hundred and forty-four pounds fifteen 
thillings and two pence, as wholly the 
expence of civil government the laft five 
ygars; it will then follow that eighteen 
thoufand ‘one hundred and eight pounds 
nineteen fhillings, has been the annual 
expence of government ; about one half 
ef this fum is for the fervice of the 
Houfe of Reprefentatives ; their travel is 
paid by the tate, but their attendance 1s 
witimately paid by the towns they ree 
tpeCtively reprefent; their travel is_ lefs 
than one fifth part of the whole fum al- 
lowed them, and therefore four-fifths 
of the expence of the Reprefentatives ia 
not fo preperly the charge of the come 
monwealth in general as of the pasticu- 
lar towns ghat choofe them. The-feflions 
of the General Court, fince the war, have 
necefiarily been frequent and lengthy. 
A revifion of the laws wes found 
wecefla'y,and hastaken much time: The

~ We thall @ate for your informiatioa 
on this fubjed&t, an account of the fala- 
ries and emoluments of the feveral off- 
cers of government, before and fince the 
revolution, 

The Governour, under the former 
adminftration,received a falary of £.1300 
in fpecie, he had the ufe of the province 
houfe, gardens, &c. he alfo received for 
every vegifter 5/.—for every certificate 
under the province feal, 3/.—one third’ 
part of all {eizgures and prizes, a conf- 
derable fum. fyom the naval-officer, and 
other emoluments, amounting it is fup- 
pofed, to £.1000 per annum, making in 
the whole £.9,320; he was. alfo exempted 
from taxation, 

The Governour, under the prefentcon- 
ftitution, has the yearly falary of £.1100,° 
no houle or accommodations are provid- 
ed for him, be receives no perquilites or 
emoluments whateyer, and is not exempt 
from. taxes... When the Governour's 


falary was fettled, foon after the confti-: 


tution, regard was had to.the probahbili- 
ty that: money would foon be as fearce 
and valuable as it was before the war. 


The Lieut. Governour, under the, 


former adminiftration, recewed no fala- 
ry ; but as:\Captnin of the Caflle, receiw- 
ed wages, rations, and the benefit arifing 
from pafles, all which it is fuppofed a- 


mownted to £.a5e@perannum; thechief of 
the time he was.a member of the Council.: 


The Lieut. Governour, under the pre- 
fent conititution; receives no falary as 


Lieut. Governonr: But as Captain of 


the Caftle, he alfo receives wages, ra- 
tions, and the like benefit arifing from 
pailes, all which, it is fuppofed, amount 
to the fame fum of £.250 per annum ; he 
fi alfo a member ef the Council. 

The Judges of the Superiour Court, 
vader the former adminiitration, receiv- 
ed as fullows—in the year 1774 a falary 
of £.300 was granted to the Chief Jul- 
tice, the other four received £.2 50 eachs 


the fees of office, te awit, for the entry of

they received, paid more than their tra- 
velling expences, which were over and a- 
ove their falary, notwith{tanding the bu - 
fiiefs was far lefs than it, is at prefent ; 
‘Some. of the Judges at leait, were in other 
offices, as Judges of Probate, Counfl- 
lors, &c. 


Soon afterthe prefent con ftitution tock: 


place, talaries were granted. to the Judges 
ot the Supreme’ Judicial Conrt, as tol- 
lows, to-wit, To the Chicf Juftice, 320. 
per annum, and, tothe other four Judg- 
es, 300]. each. Since that time the junf- 
caéison of that Court has been much en- 
larged, new powers. have been given to 
them to permit the faleof lands; they 
are now the Supreme Court of Probate, 
they have jurildiétion in ail cafes of di- 


vorce and ajnmony, which heretofore be- 


hongeo the Governour. end Council. 
A Court is alfo holden in the county of 
Lincoln. In confideration that their 
bufine’s was greatly increafed, by an et 
of February 1785, an addition of sol. 
per annum was made to each of ther 
falaries, to commence January 1, 1784 ; 


and continue until Jaguary 1, 1787 ; 


they are reftrained by the conftitution 
from receiving any other emolument 
whatever ; all the fees now taken by them 
being deduéted cut of theirs falaries ; 
great part of their time is taken up in 
the fervice of the Commonwealth, on the 
circuits, and nearly. the remainder ion 
the publick bufine/s, af their refpeétive 
hemes, in examining matters of law 
which are continued for their examina- 


tion and judgment ; and it is feppofed . 


that the falary of the prefent Judges, is 
lefs than the falary and perquifites of the 
former Judges. 

The Treaiurer under the former ad- 
miniftration received £.267 per annum, 
and was Countellor during the time he 
was in office : ‘I he office in which his bu- 
finefs was done, was found him. by the 
government, befides which, an anaual 
rant from £.100 to £.120, was made 
him, for extra-fervices. 

The present Treafurery has £.3 50,with 
a houfe and office, and his witvle time is 
employed iv the bufinefs, ard he cannot 
rhave any other advantage whatever.’ 

The Secretary under the former ad- 
minitration, received £.140 per annum, 
befides his fees, which are fappofed toa- 
mount.to £.200 more, in the following 
fuanner, Jo wit. For every certificate 
Ander the province fal, 2f. engrofling

He 
has no fees of office but waat are deduct- 
ed from hés falary, which’ is net nearly 
equal to the falary aud’ perquilites of the 
foumes, Secretary, notwithftanding the 
fervice rendered to government is more 
than dopble. 

Befpre the war, the province had two 
Agents at the Court of Great Britain, 
who received a falary of £.400 lawful 
meney each. 

Thé Delegates at Congreis, received 
for the laf year, thirty-three shillings per 
day, while they were in fervice : At the 
lat May {efhon, it Was determined that 


they. fhould receive 26/.- for each day's 
pattendaace, for the: y¢at, which com- 


menced, the firft Monday of Navember 
current, whith js to include everyexpence. 

Lhe ofbeers of Harvard Colicge now re- 
ceive the fame falaries they.did fora num- 
ber of years previows to the revolution. 

: Tae Clerk of thie Houde of Repretent- 
atives under the former admmnitration, 
received from: £.g0 to £.100,and recciv- 
ed pay as member of the Court. 

he Cierk of the prefent Houfe has 
received at the rate of {.145, the feffions 
being more frequent and much longer 
than formerly, and he cannot be a mem- 
ber of the Houle.

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A--confiderable part of the money 
granted to the Attorney-General in pa- 
per, was not received until its value was

From this ftatement of faéts, our con- 
ftituents will judge, ifthere isany grougd 
for the fuggeition, that the fulpport of ci- 
vil government is become an infupporta- 
ble burthen upon the people. 

It has been faid in » that the Gov- 
ernour and the General Court are’ paid 
by the ‘Treafurer in money, when other 
creditors can get nothing, except orders, 
on the Conftables of the feveral towns ; 
but the prefent Governour has received 
only £.13 ¥f. 444. more than two quar- 
ters of his falary ; the amount of what 
he has received has not been fufficient to 
dilcharge his taxes fince his firft ele&tion 
to the office of Governour ; and there is 
not a member of the General Court, who 
has received a farthing in fpecie from the 
Treafurer for his fervices the prefent year 
enor have they fince the conftitution took 
piace, received from the treafury nearly fo 
much m money as their actual expences. 

The fitting of the General Court in 


- Bofton, has otcafioned uneafinefs ; doubt- 


Iefs it would be more convenient for a 
part of the State, if it was holden at fome 
other place; but the interet and wifhes 
of a part, are not to be confidered alone: 
Botton has long been thought the moft 
convenient place: Some of the General 
Court have fuppofed otherwife ; but the 
major part were againft a removal, and 
muft the minor part therefore rife againtt 
the government? Becaufe they could not 
have every thing as they withed, could 
they be fuftified in reforting to foree ? 
Such a principle would deftroy all focie- 
ty. Attention, however, has been paid 
to the intrucuon of many towns refpeét- 
ing the removal of the General Court 
out of the town of Bofton, and a Com- 
mittce confikting of a member from each 
county, has been appointed to confider 
the fubjeétand report. | 

It nevercan bethé cafe, that the whole 
cominunity fthall be of the fame opinion; 
in a republican government the major part 
muit govern : If the spinor part governs, 
at becones an ariftocracy: If every one 
oppoles at his pleafure, it is no govern- 
ment, it isanarchy and confufion, 

In fome parts of the Commonwealth, 
it is frequently {aid, if our Reprejenta- 
tive goes to Court he will do us no fer- 
vice : For the meafures he is in favour of, 
will not be adopted: But why will they 
wot be adopted? Every meaiure that is 


propefed i, is attended to, and confidered ; 
n 


and if finally rejefted, it is ‘becault’tite 
majority think it inexpedieht : And how 
abfurd and contradiétory would the pro. 
ceedings of the Court be, if every propo- 
fition fhould be acceded to. 

The complaints in different parts of 
theState are repugnant, and petitions from 
different places, requeft meafures direétly 
+ ome 3 itis ‘im le therefore, that 

thould be gratified: What then thall 
be done? Unlefs we fubmit to be con. 
trouled by the greater number, the Cém- 
monwealth mutt break in pieces; but hei- 
ther wili the inhabitants of any county 
or town be all of the fame fentiments, 
each man therefore muft be a part, and 


the whole reduced to a ftate of yature.' . 


If then it is plain, that the vote of the 
major part muft govern, the quettion'ié, 
where fha}l that vote be taken ? Not in’a 
county convention ; becaufe nine tenths 
of the State are not reprefented, and their 
intereft is not attended to. The conftt- 
tution has pointed out the mode of repre- 
fentation ; and will any one fuppofe, thir 
beeaufe the perfons chofen, are calleda 
General Court, they have lefs integrity 
or patriotifm, than if they were called ‘a 
convention ? ‘ 

It is even faid by fome, that 2 aew 
conftitution is neceffary ; and although 


. the fentiments of the perfoms, who com- 


plain, are oppofite on this point, the fub- 
je&tmay demand: fome attention. The 
objeStion made to the prefent conftitution, 
is the expence of the government. From 
the foregoing ftatément of that expence 
for the lait five years, we find, that if the 
expence of the Houle of Reprefentatives 
is meluded, it will not exceed eighteen 
thoufand one hundred and nine pounds 
by the year; as there are in the State 
more than ninety-four thoufand polls, if 
the whole fum was paid by the polls,each 
poll mutt pay three thillings and ten pence 
apd no more ; but as about two thirds of 
the taxes are paid by the eftates, the tax 
wpon a poll, according -to the prefent 
mode of affeflinent, would be leis than 
fixteen pence. 

It has been alledged, that the falaries 
given to the officers of government, area 
great burthen.

, the tax would be no more than 
nine pence half-penny upon a poll: It 
muft therefore be apparent to every sear 
fonable man, that the large taxes we haye 
paid have not begn applied tothe /upport 
of civil government. 

We have but lately heard that the Sen- 
ate has been thought by any one to’ bea 
grievance; if it has been {0 confidered, 
we think it mutt have been owing to in- 
attention ; for we are convinced that ev- 
ery judicious man who attends to the na- 
‘ture of our government, will confider that 
as an importent and neceflary branch of 

Legiilature. ’ 
fore the conftitution was formed, 
every town in the State had a right to 
fend one or more Reprefentatives ; the 
people at that tune were very tenacious 
of this right; it is highly probable they 
would be & at the prefent time ;.perhaps 
the very perfons who prea would not 
be willin to part with it, for if they pre- 
ferred a Leyiflature elected by counties, 
to one cholea by the feveral towns, fuch 
an affembly would be conftituted like the 
refent Senate, and differ only in name; 
Bar the coft of am experiment would 
far.exceed the Jum,propoled to be faved, 
as a revifion of the conftitution may take 
piace in 1795, when.it #s to be hoped the 
miuds of men will be in @ morg.tranqui) 
fiate. 

An attempt to form the prefent con- 
ftitution am wath in the year 1777, and 
vas not completed uatil the year 1780 5 
the coft and trouble attending it, we all 
remember were exceeding great, and per- 
haps nothing would finally have been a- 
greed to, if an unufual fpirit of mutual 
condefcenfion had not prevailed 5 a fenie 
of common dahger from abroad produc- 
ed internal harmony and union: But 
what hope ‘could we now have of that 
mutual compliance, which would be ne- 
ceflary to agree upon.aform of govern- 
ment ; when the tempers of io many are 
in a ftate of irritation? Should the pre- 
fent government be overthrown, 9 ftate 
of general canfufion would enfue; and 
after we had experienced all the horrours 
of anarchy, and the effeéts of unreftrain- 
ed violence and revenge, our dear earned 
freedom, would probably be fwallowed 
up, by domeftick defpotiin or foreign do- 
Minion, 

Theconftitution is as free and popu- 
Jar as the prefervation of fociety wiil ad- 
mit ; and indeed fome have feared, it is 
more fo: It has been highly applauded 
by foreigners and approved by the peo-

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ple : All perfons employed in. the. le- 


giflative or executive parts of govern- 





ment, depend annually upon the 


for their choice ; if the people are difla- 
tisfied with their condud, they have an 
opportunity yearly to appoint others, in 
whom they can more fully confide. 
Can there be any neceflity then, of re- 


forting to irregular, or violent meafures, 
to obtain redrefs of gricvances ? 

That the . are overburthened 
with taxes is fhid to be a grivtance : 


The taxes have indeed been very great ; 
parhaps the General Conrt have mis- 
Judged of the abilities of their confitu- 
ents, but. may be that thefe who com- 
pain, if they knew the ftate of the pub- 
ick debt, and the motives of the -<" 
lature, would be fatisied, We 
therebore face them. .

By the re- 
folve of Co 3 » 27, 1785, it 
was provi that the Commiffioners cf 
the Continental Loan- Office fhould nat 
on any pretence whatever, iflue any 
certificates for the intereft of the Conti- 
nental debt, until the State for whichhe 
was Loan Officer, thould have paffed a 
Legifiative act complying with the requi- 
fition in the faid refolve ; and by the fame 
refolve itwas required, that the Legifla- 
ture of each State {hould provide in the 
aét complying with that requifiuion, that 
if on the firft day of January, 1737, the 
{eid certificates fhould not be in the 
hands of fome proper officer, the defici- 
ency fhould be paid in fpecie: It was 
therefore abfolutely geceflary, that the 
act fthouid be conftrudted as it was, other- 
wife no certificates could have been if- 
fued ; notwithftanding which, applica- 
tion is now made to Congrefs, that the 
term for receiving thofe certificates may 
be prolonged.

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WF they poflefs abilities and integrity e- 
qual to the other members of the com- 
munity, the advantages they derive from 
the information colle&ed from all parts 
of the State, and a publick diicuffion of 
fubjeé&ts, render them more capable to 
judge, of the fitnefs of publick#neafures ; 
but if they are to have the favour of the 
people, and a voice in the publick Coun- 
fels, only on condition of their eftablifh- 
ing iniquity by law, they are willing to 
Jofe the thameful pre-eminence. 

The General Court have heard with 
inexpreffible concern, of the infurreétions 
ih Everal counties of the State. The 
pretence that the Court of Common Pleas 
1s a grievance, affords but a wretched 
excule for fuch outrageous proceedings ; 
that Court, except a fmall alteyation in 
the name, has exifted time immemorial ; 
no'complaints were heafd againft it in 





former times ; mo application has been . 


made to the Legiflature before this fef- 
fion to abotifh it. The fees, except thofe 
of jurors and witneffes, are in many in- 
‘tances lets, and we think in none great- 
er than they were before the war. Pro- 
‘vifion has been made to enable the citi- 
zens to fettle their demands without re- 
forting to that Court, if they are difpof. 
ed to do it ; feveral years fince the Jufti- 
ces of the Peace were authorifed to take 
acknowledgments of debts, even to the 
largett-amount ; and more lately an at 
was paffed to enable any perfons in dif- 
ference, who could agree to refer their 
difputes, to refort to a Juttice and epter 
into a rule for that purpofe, without be- 
ing fubje& to the expence of an aétion. 
ut if the Court of Common Pleas has 
becn by any Sopot unneceflary, how 
furprizing then, the idea, thatany perfons 
couid think themfeives juttified in oppof- 
ing by force, an ancient inftitution, 
without taking a fingle ftep to obtain 
eedrefs in a regular method. But not 
content with obftructing the Courts of 
Common Pleas, the difaffeéted have ta- 
ken arms to prevent the fitting of the 
Supreme Judicial Court, againit which 
nota fingle complaint has been uttered. 
‘Thefe proceedings are the more alarm- 
ing, as they.can be accounted for only 
ov the fuppofition, that the inftigators 
avith to fubvert all order and government, 
and reduce the Commonwealth to the 
soft deplorable fate of wretchednefs 
and contempt. 

In this view, our fitwation appears ex- 
eceedingly alarming; fufficiently fo, to 
arreft the moft ferious attention, and 
fommon the united efforts, of all or-

ders in the State. Some perfons have 
artfully affected to make a diftin@iog 
between the government and people, as 
though their interefts were different. and 
even oppofite; but we prefume 


the 
good fenfe of our conitituents will Alf.’ 


cern the deceit and falfity of thofe inf, 
nuations. Within a few months the 
authority delegated to us will ceafe, and 
all the citizens will be equally candi- 
dates in a future election ; we ave 

fore no more interefted to preferve the 
conftitution and {upport the govern. 
ment, than others : Re while the aue 
thority given us continues, we are bound 
to exereife it for the benefit of our con- 
ftitpents. And we now call upon per- 
fons of all ranks and charaéters to ex- 


ert themfelves for the publick fafety. 


Upon the Minifters of religion, that 
they inculcate upon the minds of their 
people, the principlesof juftice and pub- 
ick virtue ; that they earneftly endea- 
vour to imprefs them with fentiments 
of reverence to the Deity and benevo~ 
lence to men, and convince them of the 
ruinous effe&ts of luxury and licentiouf- 
nefs. Upon the officers of every deno- 
mination, that they endeavour to inform 
the ignorant ; and by their examples of 
economy, to induce others to the prac- 
tice of the fame virtue ; and thaf they 
ude their utmoft efforts to. fuppreis the 


infurreétions of fuch lawlefs and violent ’ 


men, as may with to pull down thie fa- 
brick of law and government, and level 
“a ggd dutt. And u the ys 

the e, that t rovide for 
the taftruétion af the wg mat ; 
that they praétice.all thofe virtues which 
are the ornament and ftrength of fociety, 
and abfiain from thofe vices and follies, 
that weaken the State, and have a ten- 
dency to its ruin; and efpecially that 
they oppofe with fortitude and perfever- 
ance, all attempts to impede the courfe 
of juttice and render their own lives and 
property infecure. 

Many who difapprove infurre&tions 
againft the government, neglect to af- 
ford their aid in fuppreffing them ; but 
to ftand ftill, inaétive fpeGtators in fueh 
cafe, is like a man who when his houfe is 
in flames, fhould fland with folded arms 
and confole himfelf with this, that he did 
not fet it on fire. 

We perfuade ourfelves, that the far 
greater part of thofe who have been con- 
cerned in the late dangerous tumults, 
have been deluded by the falfe reprefen- 
tations of men who go about to deccivej 
and we with them t refle& how fara 
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fich proceedings may prove in the iffue, 
to in afelves and thelr children ; that 
they muf increafe the publick burthers, 


‘and embarrafs the meafures calculated 


for relief; that itis their own conititu- 
tion and laws they are endeavouring to 
overthrow; that this conftitution, and 
thefe laws were formed for the tafety 
of every member of the State ; and that 
the man who attempts to fubvert thofe 
laws, and that conftitution, does in ef- 
‘fe&t make an attempt upd the life, li- 
berty and property of every member of 
the community ; and we conjure them, 
by all that they hold dear and facred, 
forthwith to defiit from fuch ruinous 
purfuits. 

Perhaps there are fome, who deaf to 
the voice of reafon, and loft to all fenfe 
.of juftice and virtue, may refolve to con- 
‘tinue in their dangerous courfe ; but let 
them be affured, although thev flatter 
themfelves that the ‘confiderations of 
‘friendhhip and affinity, may delay the 
time of recompence; yet the vengeance 
of an injured community, muft one dayf 
pucfue and overtake them.

COMMON SENSE on PAPER MONEY. 
From the Pexnfylvania Packet, of November 7. 


APER Money, Paper Money, and Pa- 
per Money! is now, in feveral of the 
States, both the bubble and the iniquity of 
the day.. Thatshere are fome bad people 
concerned in fchemes of this kind cannot be 
doubted—but the far greater part are miiled. 
People are got fo bewildered wpon the fub- 
jet, that they put and miitake one thing for 
anéther. They fay paper money has im- 
proved the Country—paper money carried on 
the war, and paper moncy did a great many 
other fine things. 

Not one fyliable of this is truth; it is all 
errrowr from beginning to end. Jt was 
Cerpit which did thefe things, and that 
credit has failed, by non-performance, and by 
the country being involved in debt, and thele- 
vity and initability of government meafures. 

We have fo far miitaken the matter, that 
we have even miftaken the name. The 
nasne is not Paper Money, but Bills of Cre- 
dit; but it feems as if we were athamed io 
ufethe name, knowing how much we havs 


abufed the thing. All emiffions of paper 
for government purpofes, is not making of 
money, but making ufe of credit to run into 
debt by. It is anticipating or foreftalling 
the revenue of future years, and throwing 
the burthen of redemption on future afiem- 
blies.—Itis like a man mortgaging his ef 
tate, and leaving his fuccetlors to pay it off. 
But this is not the worft of it, it leaves us at 
laft in the lurch, by banifhing the hard mo. 
ney, diminifhing the value of the revenue, 
and filling up its place with paper, that may 
be like fomething to day, and to-morrow 
nothing. 

So far as regards Penpf\wania, fhe can 
notemit bills~ of credit, becaufe the afiem- 
bly which makes fuch an ¢miflion cannot 
bind future afiemblies either to redeem 
them or receive them intaxes. And as ana!-

To 
jadge of the right of power of any atemodly in 
America to make thofe bilis.a logai tender, 
we. mutt have réecourfy tothe principles on 
which civil govarnment is founded; for if 
fuch an a& is njt compatib!e with thofe pria- 
tiples, che affenibly which afumes fuch a pow- 
@+, allamies a power “unknown in‘civil ‘gov- 
ernment, ‘and colirmits treafon again# its 
Principles. ’ ' ’ 

The fundamental: principies of civil gov- 
ernment are fecurity of our righte aad per- 
fons, as freemen, and fe¢urity of property. A 
teoder law, therefore, cannpt frend om the 

fpncre of civd govermaent, becaule it. op- 
tates to take away aman’s fhire of civil and 
natural freedom, and to render preporty ia- 
fecure, 

Tf aman had a hundred-filver dollars in his 
potefiion, as his own property, it Would be a 
fringe law that thould obligé him to deliver 
them up to any one who could difeover, that 
he pofleffed them, and -take a humdred paper 
dollars in‘exchange. Wow the cafe, in ef- 
fect, is exaly the.fame; if be ‘has lent a 
hundred bard dollarstohis friend,and iscom- 
peiled totake a huadced paper one for them, 
the exchange is again@ his confent and to his 
jojury, and the principles of civil govern- 
agent provide for the protedtion, and not for 
the violation of his rights and property. The 
Btate, therefore, that is under the operation 
of fuch an aét, is notin a ftate of civil gov- 
ernment, and confegueatly the people cannot 
be dDound to obry a law which abets and en- 
cousages treafon againf the firt principies om 
wiich civil goverament is founded. 

The principles of civil government extend 
in their operation*te compel the exaét per- 
furmance of engazements entered into be- 





tween man and man. ‘The only kind of fe. 
“gal tenders that can exiit in a country under 
a civil government is thé particular thingiex- 
preffed and {pscified in thofe engagements or 
conttaéts. ‘That patricular thing conflitutes 
ahelegal tender. JF a man engages to fell 
cand deliver a quantity of wheat, he is not to 
deliver rye, any more> than hewho contratts 
to pay an hard money:is at liberty to pay in 
paper or in any thing elfe,. Thofe contracts 
or bargains have expreffed the legal tender oa 
both fides, and no affumed or prefumptuous 
authority .of any affembly caa diffolve of al- 
‘Rr them. 


«Another branch of this principle of civil 


government is, that it difowns the practice 
of retedipettive laws. Ar afferrbly or le- 
gifinture cannot penifh a man by any new 
‘daw made after the crime iscommitied; he 
ean only be punifhed-by: the law which e#- 
ifted at the.time he sommitted the) crime. 
‘This principle of civil. government extends 
to property.as well as tolife; fora law made 
after *. time that any bargain .or conteaét 
Was entered into between individuals can no 
Mbre become the law foraeciding that con- 
ttw@, chan, in the other cafe, it can bécome 
‘the law for punifhing the crime; both of 
thofe cafes muft ‘be’ réferted‘to the Laws ¢- 
ifting at the time the crime was done, or the 


bargain made, . Bach party: then knew the: 


relative Gituation they ftood in with each o- 
ther, and on that law.and on that knowledge 
they a€ted, and by.no other can they be a@- 
_judged.—Therstore all tender laws which 
apply to the alteration of pa(t contracts, by 
making them difchargable on either fide dif- 
ferent to what was the law at the time they 
were made, is of the fame nature as that law 


~ywhich in@idts a punifhment different to 


what was the law at the time the crime was 
committed :—-For ia ali cafes of civil go- 
vernment the law mutt be before the fae, 

But was there no ifiegality in tender tags 
they arc naturally defeCtive on anosher ¢dh- 
fideration, They cannot bind ail and evé- 
ry intereft in tig State, becaufe they cannot 
bind the State itfeif. They are, therefore 
compu! five where they ought to be free ; that 
is, between man and man, and are naturally 
free where, if at all, they ought to be com- 
pulfive: For in Mi! cafes where the State re- 
ferves to itfelt the right of freeing itfelf, it 
cannot bind the individual, becaule the right 
of the one ftands of as good ground as that 
of the otber,

BOSTON, December 7. 

By a law of this Commonwealth, pafled at 
the late feifion of the Legiflature, after the 
firft day Gf March, the following articles, if 
of foreign growth or manufacture, are pro- 
hibited trom being breught into this State, on 
pain of fosfeiture; viz. loaf fugar, hats made 
of far, hair and wool, or aay or either of them; 
boots and thoes of every denomination,ccaches 
and all other riding carriages, or any part 
thereof, and harnefs of all forts, fcythes, iroa 
fhovels, hoes, broad and narrow axes, flat i- 
rons for ironing clothes, anchors, iron aad, 
brafs ftoves, mill-faws, faddles and bridles, 
woo!-cards, cotton-cards, ready made mille- 
nary, articles of dicis of ali kindfplumes 
and artificial flowers of all kinds, white and 
blond lace of all forts, fans charged at more 
than five fhillings fterl. a piece in theinvoice 
exhibited, embroidered patterns for waift- 
coats, or for any other parts of drefs, gold 
and filver lace and trimmings, women's and 
children’s ftays, leather gloves aad mits of ail 
forts,;mefiag: cards, playing cards, hair-powder 
of all kinds,pomatum,and al! kinds of perfum- 
ery, paper-hangings, childrea's toys, fpelling 
books, primers, novels, romances and plays, 
whips, walking-canes, hora and tortoife-theil 
combs, porter, beer and ale, butter, cheefe and 
Muftard, coffin furniture of all kinds, linfeed 
ei!,candles, fauff,and all kinds of manufa@ur- 
ed tobacco, all kinds of wearing apparel, and 
wooden houfehold furniture, except the. fur- 
niture brought by perfons who dhall com€ te 
refide in this country. i
